NEW YORK 一 The Second Cir- 
cuit'of the United States Court of 
Appeals decided in a recent land- 
mark _ decision that a permanent 
resident alien father is eligible to 
file a second preference visa peti- 
tion for his unmarried son who 
was born out of wedlock in China， 
so that the latter could immigrate 
to join his father here.

(docket numiber 76-6114)，decided 
by the panel of three federal judg- 
es last month. 


SON 

Chin Lau， the appellant and a 
permanent resident，was jliving 
with a woman in China in 1954. 
As a result of that union，a Son， 
Kin Kok Lau, was born. Chin Lau 
left China'in 1958 and came'to the 
United States in 1966. 

Lau has continued to acknow1- 
edge and support the child，ac- 
cording to the opinion written by 
Juqge Sterry R. Waterman. 

In 1974，Lau petitioned for his 
son. The Immigration Service de- 
nied his petition on the basis that 
only a legitimate child can claim 
immigration status through his fa- 
ther and.the son in this case was 计 - 
legitimate at birth and had not 
been legitimated . 

APPEALED 

Lau sued in the US District 
Court in New York in 1975 and 
won.The Immigration Service ap- 
pealed. 

The Second Circuit US Court of 
Appeals examined Article 15 of

The 
audience of old_ and young,， of peoples from the 
community and outside，enjoyed an afternoon of 
classical Chinese music sponsored by the Neighbor- 
hood Arts Program. 

We commend the musicians of the Ensemble as 
well as workers of the Program who worked hard to 
make this concert a SuUccesS5. 


Regrettably the audience didn't see Anita Chou， 
whose picture was featured in all the concert posters 
and on the front page of Fast/West at the concert: 


Two weeks ago,， Anita and her mother came to 
East/West for an interview. They were enthusiastic 
for this concert and looked forward to _ sharing their 
love of Chinese music with the audience. 


A few days before the concert，Anita's mother 
received a phone call warning her not to allow her 
daughter to appear at the Chinese Culture: Center. 
“The Center is a leftist place, the caller alleged,“ 计 
will not be good to her family in Taiwan.” 

Anita's mother_ called the Neighborhood Arts 
Program administrator and urged him to change the 
concert to a new Site. His explanation to her, that the 
Program is not under the sponsorship of the Chinese 
Culture Center and that he will invite theConsul 
General from Taipei to attend the concert， was not 
able to convince Mrs. Chou. 

Anita then withdrew from the concert. 

We feel that this type of tragic occurrence, which 
is common in the Chinese American communities， 
should be publicized. China's politics，left or right， 
should not be allowed to influence our community 
life. 

Whether the Chinese Culture Center is a “leftist 
place should not be a concern in this case, since the 
concert is noteven a program of the Center. Under a 
lease agreement between the Center and the City 
and County of San Francisco space is provided for 


community culture and art groups free of charge-. 


The space usage is under the coordination of the 
Neighborhood Arts Program of the 9an Francisco Art 
Commission. 

The Chinese Instrumental Ensemble and many 

-other groups in the community are making use of 
this city program, which has no_ties whatsoever to 
the Culture Center. 

The Culture Center may have an image problem. 
Like many organizations in-Chinatown，people will 
brand it, no matter what it does. But we should never 
allow the Centers image problem to affect city 
programs which are paid for by all taxpayers here. 

We find rumors and threats distasteful，but we 
understand Anita and her family's concerns. It is up 
to our city and county officials，especially the San 
Francisco Art Commission, to clarify this issue and to 
make certain that similar incidents will not occur in

Chinese to fill the labor shortage 
for these skill levels. 

Because of the influx of techni- 
cal， scientific and educated 
Chinese， the 1970 Population 
Census data does not accurately 
reflect the true socio-economic 
conditions of the Chinese Amer- 
icans，These statistics are being 
used to again deny the Chinese 
Americans the right to equal 
opportunity and to correct the 
results of past racial discrimina- 
tion. It does not show for instance 
that Chinese Americans are just 
Starting to get their families 
united，live normal family lives， 
overcome the racial discrimin- 
atory Practices that have and are 
excluding them from the main- 
stream of American life，the 
bilingual educational problems of 
their young children， teenagers 
and young adults. The number of 
wage earners in each family unit 
inflates the “earning power” 
statistics. Again，we find Chinese 
Americans overquajified for the 
jobs they hold. 

SAME 

The recent' technicalIy，scienti- 
fically educated and .experienced 
foreign born and native born 
Chinese is faced with the same 
racial discriminatory labor prac- 
tices of the past which confronted 
his forefathers who came as 
unskilled workers，This is evid- 
enced in limited career oppor- 
tunity，lack of upward mobility 
and diminishing 。 employment 
opportunity. They are not con- 
sidered in equal opportunity and 
affirmative actions piIograms and 
are excluded as a minority by 
miany states， and professional 
organizations such as the Amer- 
ican Medical Association and the 
American Bar Association. These 
Associations in the past have not 
accepted native born Chinese into 
their “profession and readily 
accepted_ foreign born Chinese 
based on the assumption that they 
would . return to China upon 
completion of their education and 
thtis be no threat to white 
professionals in the field. How- 
ever，for native born Chinese 
Americans，it was another story. 
They found it difficult， 计 not 
impossiblje，to gain entrance to 
professional schools in the United 
States， 

If the 1970 Population Census 
data on occupations were adjusted 
for professionals who immigrated 
as professionals，the number and 
percentage of Chinese would be 
extremely low. In the medical 
profession， the percentage of 
Chinese Americans would be 
appIoximately two tenths of one 
percent. For the legal profession， 
there were only 372 -Chinese 
lawyers in the entire United States 
or one tenth of one percent， 
most of whom were in 再 awaii. 

ZERO 

Jewish ”Americans ”complain 
that their quota is low but for 
Chinese the quota was zero，The 
few Chinese that entered these 
professions were in Hawaii and 
not living on the mainland of the 


”United States. 


The interesting aspect ofthis 
case is that groups that supported 
the Civil Rights and equal oppor- 
tunity movement suddenly rever- 
sed their position and supported 
the _ California Supreme Court 
ruling on the Bakke case. All of a

Americans and Native Americans 
were encroaching on their terri- 
tory and would limit the entry of 
their people into these professions. 
Thetruth of the matter is they are 
supporters as long as it is not self- 
endangering. When the issue is 
who is to be hired or who is to be 
admitted, the issue of race and all 
other discriminatory “PITactices 
must be considered. We must keep 
in mind that the Asian American 
applicant has a built-in disadvan- 
tage against a more qualified 
white who has had the advantage 
ffom the beginning. If we are to 
correct past discriminatory prac- 
tices we must find away to give 
him a“leg up” or as sportsmen 
allow a competitor a “handicap” 
in an effort to make“equal”com- 
petition . 

All these .factors were not 
considered in the Justice Depart- 
ment brief when they raised the 
question of why should Asian 
Americans be considered as a 
“disadvantaged minority.” The 
obvious reason is that Asians are 
subject to racial discrimination 
andshould be given a fair chance. 
Instead，the Justice Department 
again tried to use the “model 
minority Syndrome” in their 
treatment of the Asian American. 
During the Supreme ”Court 
hearing，the Justice Department 


was ， questioned ” about their 
position on Asian Americans. 
Under questioning， Wade 五. 


MecCree Jr., the Solicitor Ceneral， 
modified the stand, 了 owever, few 
people will hear or red the 
changed government position .

WORK HARD 

Chinese Americans and other 
Asian Americans will have to Work 
doubly ”hard .to reverse the 
government position . These 
words w 刘 be used to justify the 
omission of Chinese Americans 
and other Asian Americans from 
equal opportunity and affirmative 
action Drograms. This is what is 
happening in New York State as 
jllustrated by the New York 
for a two-year Senior trainee 
Position -in personnel which 
excluded Asian Americans -as a 
disadvantaged minority. 

It is important for all Chinese 
Americans，whether native born 
or foreign born who- came as 
children or as adults，to look at 
our situation in the light of the 
present and future of all Chinese 
Americans. 

In order to_ break down the 
barriers，the equal opportunity 
and affirmative actions programs 
will require the use of goals， 
objectives and time schedules.

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OAKLAND CHINATOWN: A Strong 
and Vibrant Community

For years many San Franciscans 
have regarded Oakland as“that 
little town across the bay.”This is 
no longer true， While it is not a 
metropolitan city as yet， its 
growth in recent years has been 
tremendous. There is no official 
publication chronicling the history 
of the Chinese people in Oakland. 
In the past two years， The 
Oakland Chinese ”Research 
Committee chaired by Rev. Frank 
Mar of the Presbyterian Church 
began compiling material on the 
subject. The project is slated for 
completion in the near future. 

It was rumored that the first 
Chinese arrived in Oakland in 
1780. No available record of his 
movement or activities has been 
found. By 1806，the 
population in Oakland had 
increased to 80. They first settled 
on 14st Street between Washin- 
ton and Clay. In 1867, they were 
ordered to move to Telegraph 


Road on 19th and 20th Streets.， 


Their living quarters consisted of 
tents and shacks. 
HAVWKERS 

For the large part，they eked 
out a living working as fishermen 
OF peddlers. It was a common 
Sight at one time to_see Chinese 
hawkers trotting along Oakland's 
First，Second，and Third Streets， 
balancing baskets on both ends of 
long bamboo poles，heading for 
the produce houses where they 
would fill their baskets with fruits 
and vegetabjes and return to 
Chinatown to hustle their goods 
from door to door. With their long 
pigtails， constant chattering in 
their native tongue，odd appear- 
ances and peculiar movements 
they were often stamped as a 
people of an inferior race in the 
eyes of the whites，Oaklanders 
showed little qualms in pushing 
them around，forcing them to 
move from one place to another. 

The next generation of Chinese 
who came in the 80s and 90s 一 
after the completion of the 
Iailroads and the thinning out of 
the gold_ mines 一 were mostly 
employed as，、domestics， After 
World War I，their image as 
houseboys disappeared. 

Ernest Lum who passed away 
in 1935 was among the earjliest 
settlers in this city， As one of the 
first San Francisco born Chinese， 


Chinese:> 


he came to Oakland before the 
great earthquake of 1906 and 
amassed a fortune. No one knew 
how he acquired his wealth. 
Acclaimed as the first unofficial 
mayor of Oaklands Chinatown， 
he was a beloved benefactor who 
neveI forgot to look after his 
friends. 

There were several Chinese 
language newspapers published in 
San Francisco. These served .the 
Oakland community -through 
runners who commnuted by ferry 
boat. The Chinese are always keen 
on news from the homeland. 

The first major event in this 
community was the influx of 
Chinese who fled the 1906 San 
Francisco earthquake and settled 
in Oakland.，Many made their 
homes along the estuary on First 
and Second Streets. They gradu- 
ally spread northward towards 
Sixth to Ninth Streets from Fallon 
to Broadway. Today， Eighth 
Street from Harison to Franklin 
and Webster Street from Seventh 
and Ninth is considered the hub of 
Oaklands Chinatown. 

LIVINC 


What did the inhabitants do for 
a jliving? There were lottery 
houses，laundries，grocery stores， 
Testaurants and small shops in- 
cluding herbal premises: One of 
the oldest in the latter category 
was the Wong Y. Tong Co. which 
opened in 1882 and dispensed 
herbs for many :years，Another 
herbalist Fong Wan was one of the 
most colorful figures in this era， 
having opened his office in 1911 
and died in 1968. In the early 
days， medical doctors often 
frowned on herbalists and looked 
Upon them as quacks， AttemPpts 
were made to prosecute them in 
the court of law. Fong Wan was 
summoned to appear in court on 
Several occasions. He won his case 
each time by the testimony of bis 
patients who had benefitted from 
his treatment of their ailments. 

DrIr.， Charles Lee was the first 
Chinese dentist to Practice in 
Oakland Chinatown. He opened 
his office in 1906 on Webster 
Street and was regarded highly in 
the community. Another success- 
ful dentist was Dr. Lee Fook who 
opened his office' in 1921 and 
retired in 1974.-He was the first 


Chinese to teach dentistry at the 


University of Cajlifornia. 

There were no Chinese medical 
doctors in Oakland until in 1932 
when Dr. Jacob Yee arrived. He 
opened his office at 812 Franklin 
Street， A _ highly skilled general 
Practitioner in 1970 and Dr. Leon 


Lee,， his colleague， is now 
successfully ”carrying on. Dr. 
Bessie Jong opened her office on 
Franklin Street in 1938. Today in 


semi-retirerment，she receives pa- 


tients only two days per week. 
NOSTALGIC 

While we are on the nostalgic 
kick, let's turn to a few flashbacks. 
There were the juicy hamburgers 
at Hamburger Cus，Joes and 
Sam's,， all for the princely sum of 
10 cents, plus a nicket for a cup of 
java. Years ago Oakland Tribune 
columnist Alan Ward turned his 
thoughts to the hamburger estab- 
lishments and made this pene- 
trating observation: “How odd， 
but perfectly conceivable, to see so 
many Orientals eat hamburgersl” 

Bombay-born British _ author 
Rudyard Kipling once visited 
Oakland Chinatown and spent an 
hour in a Chinese restaurant on 
Sixth and Webster.

STANEORD 一 Modern China 
is a fascinating blend of old and 
new values，sSays a telecommuni- 
cations expert who recently visited 
there after an absence of 30 years， 

Gerd Wallenstein，a Stanford 
alimnus from Atherton， CA.， 
lived in Tientsin，China for eight 
vears after fleeing his native 
Germany in 1940. 

He has just returned from a 
three week visit to several Chinese 
cities as part of a ten-person 
delegation from the Institute of 
Electrical and Electronics Engin- 
eers， 

Wallenstein speaks Chinese and 
reads“well enough to get around” 
on his own and ask questions. He 
returned ”with many strong 
personal impressions of the 
country he left three decades ago. 

“I went back full of inhibitions 
and phobias instilled from reading 
recent reports of what life is like in 


China,” Wallenstein said in a 
recent interview， 

FEAR 
“My fear was， well， even 


though I have lived there before， 
maybe Td be a perfect stranger. 
One hears about the “all new 
China. It's been reported that you 
cant make any contact with the 
people，Perhaps the new China 
had made a _ complete break with 
the past. 

“It took me just 24 hours to feel 


back at home. Observers who 
have no familiarity with China 
can be confused . 

“MYy major observation is that 
the Chinese are still real-Chinese. 


When one meets strangers to ask 
directions or makes an acquan- 
tance，one sees that their attitudes 
and responses are” rooted in 
Chinese traditions, including those 
developed during periods when 
their government may have been 
weak or despotic. 

“These traditions spring from 
the Chinese strength of knowing 
that they have been _ advanced in 
the arts and humanities and are 
Second to none in the world. The 
best of these traditions can now 
come to full flowers since they are 
aunited, Purposeful people for the 
first time in modern history. 

“ 工 have great respect for the 
notion that the Chinese are 
imbued with their own way of 
life, their own value system. And 
this includes a respect for the past， 
to _ the extent that it does not 
countermand today's revolution- 
ary COncepts， 


ENCOUNTERS 

“了 工 do not want to give the 
impression that China has not 
changed. There are powerful 
effects of communism and of 
strong central  _ government. 
During the three weeks，I had a 
few dozen encounters in which to 
probe and test their attitudes，In 
alluding to things past, to old tales 
in the literature, Ifound, from the 
teachings young people get，much 
of the past seems to be largely 
buried. 

“But I have come back with the 
impression that the people are still 
very Chinese，that their popular 
traditions，which developed over 


many dynasties，are not SO easily 
lost. 

“The Chinese people live with a 
feeling that there is an eternity 
behind them and a probable 
eternity ahead of them. Itis a very 
different way of thinking from 
that of the West，where people 
wonder 让 the world w 刘 be 
around tomorrow， The Chinese 
don't think that way。 It doesn't 
drive them to make decisions 
under Pressure of a vanishing 
tomorrow-. -
